The claims require intermittently stopping of the mechanical abrasion process 
while the delivery of the chemical polishing slurry remains continuous . The prior art of record 
(Sahota) fails to teach or suggest this because it does not appreciate intermittently stopping of 
the mechanical abrasion process. Instead the mechanical abrasion of 

remains continuous until the wafer is removed. Although the reference appreciates a decrease in 
the delivery of the chemical polishing slurry, the reference does not appreciate continuous 
delivery of the chemical polishing slurry while intermittently stopping the mechanical abrasion 



process.
